Nixon firm on 
freeing evidence 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon has chosen to risk the dismissal 
of criminal chaYges against two former 
top assistants rather than turn over 
evidence for their defense in the White 
House plumbers case. 


Although slightly easing rules on ac- 


cess to White House evidence, the Pres- 
ident restated Thursday his determina- 
tion to remain the final arbiter of what 
evidence is released to a federal court. 


In a second Watergate case, the 


White House sought to block an early 
hearing before the Supreme Court on 
another attempt to obtain Watergate 
evidence still under Nixon's control. 


The high court may' ftile today on 


whether to assume jurisdiction in that 
case, in which seven men are accused 
of covering up the Watergate breakin. 


Special Watergate prosecutor Leon 


Jaworski, pressured by a Sept. 9 start- 
ing date for the cover-up trial, is seek- 
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ing to leapfrog the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in his attempt to obtain tapes 
and documents of 64 presidential con- 
versations. 


A U.S. District Court has upheld Ja- 


worski's subpoena of the 64 tapes, and 
he wants the Supreme Court to con- 
sider the case immediately. The White 
House wants the case to follow normal 
appeals procedures. 


In the plumbers case, former presi- 


dential aides John D. Ehrlichman and 
Charles W. Colson and three others are 
accused of violating the civil rights of 
Dr. Lewis Fielding, Daniel Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist at the time the former 
Pentagon analyst leaked the Pentagon 
papers to the press. 


Fielding's office was burglarized in 


1971 in an attempt by the White House 
plumbers group to turn up information 
about Ellsberg. 


U.S. District Judge Gerhard Gesell, 


scheduled to begin the plumbers trial 
June 17, had ordered presidential law- 
yer James D. St. Clair to provide in 
writing assurances that Nixon under- 
stood what might happen if he refused 
to turn over evidence Colson and 
Ehrlichman say they left behind in the 
White House. 


In a letter, St. Clair said, "The Presi- 


dent is not desirous of having these, or 
in fact, any indictments of former gov- 
ernmental officials dismissed without a 
full and fair trial. 


"But he must implement the consti- 


tutional responsibilities of his office by 
not jeopardizing the national security 
even if it means that the court deter- 
mines that these cases must ultimately 
be dismissed." 


Gesell, who has repeatedly declared 


his willingness to dismiss the charges 
if the White House evidence is not pro- 
duced, has scheduled a hearing on 
Monday on subpoenas sent to Nixon. 


In a three-page letter, St. Clair said 


the President is willing to permit law- 
yers for Colson and Ehrlichman to look 
through hand-written and typewritten 
notes they say are needed for a fair 
trial. 


However, before the special prose- 


cutor gets any access to the same mate- 
rial Nixon will decide what evidence 
should be provided to Gesell's court, 
the letter said. 


45 more presidential 
tapes are subpoenaed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


Judiciary Committee has subpoenaed 
tapes of 45 more presidential conversa- 
tions despite President Nixon's insist- 
ence he will turn over no more Water- 
gate material. 


Along with the subpoena, approved 


by a 37 to 1 vote Thursday, the com- 
mittee sent Nixon a letter saying his 
refusal to comply could itself provide 
grounds for impeachment. 


It rejected two attempts to deal more 


harshly with the President, however. A 
motion to seek an immediate impeach- 
ment vote for contempt of Congress 
was tabled, 29-9. One to recommend ci- 
tation for contempt but delay House ac- 
tion until later was tabled 27-11. 


The committee also rejected, 23 to 15, 


an effort to open some of the impeach- 
ment hearings to the public next week. 
The vote is expected to keep the hear- 
ings closed at least two weeks longer. 


Issuance of the committee's fourth 


subpoena against Nixon with only one 
dissenting vote —cast by proxy for an 
absent member —demonstrated the bi- 
partisan opposition in the committee to 


the White House strategy for fighting 
impeachment. 


"He's 
stonewalling," said Rep. 


Thomas F. Railsback, R-I1I., borrowing 
a term made popular by" the White 
House transcripts. 


Rep. Robert McClory, R-I11., noting 


that among the things the committee is 
investigating are allegations Nixon ob- 
structed the Justice Department, the 
Senate Watergate committee and the 
special prosecutor in their inquiries, 
said: 


"His current conduct does not make 


it easier for this member to conclude 
that such allegations are without 
merit." 


Railsback and McClory were among 


eight Republicans who joined in direct- 
ing Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., to send the letter to Nixon. The 
letter warned that a continued refusal 
to honor committee subpoenas will per- 
mit members to conclude he is with- 
holding damaging evidence. 


The sternly worded letter also in- 


formed Nixon that under the Constitu- 
tion he has no power to tell the c*. '- 
mittee what evidence he will give it.

Claire Seipp, a Los Angeles realtor, 


outbid about two dozen other prospec- 
tive customers in the auction held in a 
motel here Thursday by Milton J. Wer- 
show Co. of Los Angeles. 


Mrs. Seipp said she had never been 


to Idria and was merely acting as an 
agent for clients who didn't want their 
names revealed. But she said, "Their 


principal interest in the property is for 
mining reasons." 


The plush hotel meeting room beside 


a bustling freeway provided an ironic 
setting for disposal of 3,600 acres of re- 
mote central Cal'^.nia mountainland, 
including the ghost town and idle 
quicksilver mine. 


The New Idria Quicksilver Mine had 
seen better days. Founded in 1852, the 
mine, located 165 miles south of here in 
San Benito County, was for many years 
one of the 10 largest and richest mer- 
cury mines in the world. 


But the price of mercury fell disas- 


trously in the late 1960's. The low price, 
plus cries from ecologists that the mine 
was causing dangerous mercury pollu- 
tion, led the owners, New Idria Mining 
and Chemical Co., to shut it down per- 
manently in May 1972. 


The 150 families living in Idria at the 


. time, mainly Basque and Mexican- 
Americans, moved elsewhere, leaving 
behind the blacktail deer and quail that 
inhabit the area. All the mining equip- 
ment except four huge furnaces was 
sold at an auction last fall. 


Bidding for the town opened with 


Mrs. Seipp venturing $50,000. Offers 
crept up slowly, despite Wershow's jo- 
vial boast that "they tell me it's worth 
around a million." 


Among the spectators was Nick Es- 


taban, who was general superintendent 
of the mine when it shut down and is 
one of two persons who still calls Idria 
home.

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Accords signed 
by Israel, Syria 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) -Syria 


and Israel signed a U.S.-negotiated 
pact today silencing the guns on the 
Golan Heights front and committing 
the historic enemies to a search for 
lasting peace. 


Their military commands reported a 


half hour after the signing that the 
guns that boomed across the bleak and 
barren front for the past 81 days had 
fallen silent. 


A U.N. spokesman in Geneva said all 


signatures were completed at 6:45 a.m. 
EOT after a last-minute delay caused 
by Syria's apparent reluctance to sign 
the agreement in the presence of news- 
men. 


The disengagement accord nego- 


tiated by U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger in a marathon 33-day 
peace mission was signed by the Israeli 
representatives at 6:15 a.m. But the 


Syrians made no immediate move to 
sign the documents. 


Lt. Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo of Finland, 


commander of the U.N. Emergency 
Force who chaired the session, an- 
nounced a 15-minute recess. Newsmen 
were asked to leave the hall of the Pal- 
ace of Nations, the Geneva U.N. head- 
quarters. 


Shortly afterward, the problem was 


cleared up and the pact which Siilasvuo 
had called a "giant and courageous 
step" toward lasting Mideast peace 
was signed by the Syrians. 


A conference source said exclusion of 


the press after Siilasvuo's opening 
statement had been previously agreed 
upon at Syrian request. 


The source said the general seemed 


to have temporarily forgotten about 
this when he invited the parties to pro- 
ceed with the signing. 


It took a Syrian reminder to have the 


press leave before the signing process 
was completed. 


Original plans were to emphasize the 


U.N. role by giving maximum press 
coverage to the ceremony. But this ran 
into Syrian opposition hours before the 
meeting for reasons not officially 
spelled out. 


Observers believed the Syrians 


wanted to spare the feelings of radical 
Palestinians critical of the accord. 


The mood inside the hall after the 


press left was described by one source 
as "businesslike." 


"I have not seen anyone smiling," 


the informant said. "There was no gen- 
eral handshaking."

And if you can convince the other 
representatives to vote 'no' on it, I 
will gladly support you." 


Praise greets Kissinger return 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A tired but 


triumphant Henry Kissinger returned 
home today to receive the congratula- 
tions of President Nixon, Vice Presi- 
dent Gerald R. Ford and congressional 
leaders on the success of his extraor- 
dinary 34-day Middle East peace mis- 
sion. 


"Congratulations — that may be one 


of the great things of the century," a 
beaming Kissinger was told by House 
Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., as the 
secretary opened a detailed briefing for 
22 congressional leaders. 


A few hours earlier, Syrian and Is- 


raeli generals signed in Geneva a Kiss- 
inger-negotiated agreement to separate 
their warring armies on the Golan 
Heights. 


After a private breakfast with Nixon 


in the White House family quarters, 
Kissinger was escorted by the Presi- 
dent to the Cabinet Room, where he re- 
ceived a standing ovation from Ford 
and the congressional leaders. 


Behind Kissinger's chair was a stand 


holding what appeared to be three 
large aerial photographs presumably to 
illustrate the disengagement formula. 
Reporters saw only the opening min- 
utes of the session. 


Nixon and Kissinger also were ex- 


pected to brief the congressional lead- 


ers on plans for the President's trips in 
June to the Middle East and the Soviet 
Union. 
The President's upcoming trip to the 


Middle East, a region scarred by spo- 
radic fighting for more than a quarter 
century, was among the topics being 
discussed on Kissinger's first day back 
in the United States, sources indicated. 


Sources said Thursday that Nixon 


has tentatively decided to begin his 
Middle East trip the week beginning 
June 9. They said Nixon probably 
would spend from seven to 10 days vis~- 
iting Israel, Egypt, Saudi Arabia, prob- 
ably Jordan and perhaps Syria. 


All of them, and a few others, were 


visited by Kissinger as he negotiated 
the disengagement agreement. As part 
of it, a cease-fire in the Golan Heights 
is to go into effect this morning, and Is- 
rael and Syria are to exchange war 
prisoners within 24 hours. 


On leaving Jerusalem Thursday, 


Kissinger told newsmen the accord 
may become "a turning point in the 
history of the Middle East." 


The Israeli parliament voted 76 to 36 


in favor of the agreement after a hot 
debate over whetner It undermined Is- 
rael's security. Golda Meir, in prob- 
ably her final appearance before par- 
liament as prime minister, said the 


pact would prevent another war. 


In Damascus, the 125-member re- 


gional command of the ruling Arab So- 
cialist Baath party endorsed the agree- 
ment and called it "an important step 
toward achieving the goals of the cur- 
rent stage of the struggle of the Syrian 
masses...." 


Before flying to Washington, Kiss- 


inger stopped in Cairo where Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat said he had 
performed "a miracle" in bringing 
about the agreement. Sadat also 
praised the "wisdom and farsighted- 
ness of President Hafez Assad of Syria 
and the positive role of the United 
states." 


On the way home, senior American 


officials said three times during the 
mission Kissinger was on the verge of 
going home, even though the Syrians 
and Israeli Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan were convinced the Golan 
Heights confrontation could explode 
into a full-blown war. 


In making the disclosure, a senior 


American official said that on those oc- 
casions Kissinger simply had run out 
of options; the haggling was so pro- 
longed he could see only interminable 
shuttling without an agreement at the 
end of it and had decided to go home 
for three weeks and then hopefully 


negotiate a settlement. 


All three crises came in Damascus, 


said the official, who asked not to be 
named. All were followed by break- 
throughs that led finally to the troop 
separation accord. He outlined them 
this way: 


first brek-through, on May 18, 


produced the outline of a disengage- 
ment line in which Israel is giving up 
the Syrian territory won in last Octo- 
ber's war and six or seven villages won 
in the 1967 war. 
- - 


—The second, May 23, settled the dis- 


pute over the size of the United Nations 
Disengagement Observer Force, which 
will number 1,250 and patrol the 40- 
mile-long frontier separating the ar- 
mies. 


—The last, on Monday, remains 


shrouded in secrecy, but from Israeli 
sources it is known to have focused on 
a compromise approach to restraining 
Arab terrorists after the settlement 
was reached. 


Kissinger packed his bags once and 


had departure statements prepared- 
twice. At the point of one impasse, he 
cabled Mrs. Meir to say he would res 
turn to Jerusalem only long enough for 
a farewell lunch.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Starting Sat- 


urday, more than 23,000 soldiers will be 
given a chance to come out from behind 
ethnic anonymity. 


They are men and women whose 


Army records list them as "other" 
rather than Caucausian or Negro. 


The Army says it is expanding offi- 


cial ethnic designations to cover 12 
groups, mostly Asian or Latin in ori- 
gin. Also included are American In- 
dians, Eskimos and Aleuts. Officials 
estimate these groups account for 
about 3 per cent of the Army's 789,000 
men and women. 


"For the past several years, every- 


one in the Army has been pushed, 
shoved and squeezed into one of three 
racial groupings —Negro, Caucasian 
or other," the Army's Command Infor- 
mation Division said in a circular to 
the field. 


"... 
This catch-all classification 


(other) could hinder the Army's efforts 
to achieve equal opportunity for these 
minority groups." 


The Army said it needs more detailed 


ethnic data to check on whether every- 
body gets a fair break in promotions, 
assignments, retention and separation. 


So unit commanders were instructed 


to act during June "to properly iden- 
tify the ethnic group of each soldier, 
and this will then be entered on the ap- 
propriate military personnel rosters." 


The new official designations include 


Mexican-American, Puerto Rican, Cu- 
ban-American, Spanish, descent, Chi- 
nese, Japanese, Korean, Filipino, and 
Asian-American. 


The Army said soldiers who do not 


identify with one of the new categories, 


or who refuse to take part, may so indi-" 
cate on the forms. 


The Air Force, Navy and Marines are' 


expected to follow suit by the end of the 
year. 


The new move marks a turnabout 


from the early 1960s when the Defense 
Department eradicated all racial and 
ethnic identifications from military' 
personnel records. At that time, offi- 
cials said such identifications opened" 
the way to possible discrimination. 


In another development, the Army 


has come up with a new recruiting 
theme. "Join the People who've joined 
the Army." 


This approach, the Army said, "will 


dramatize personal challenge, pride in 
service and opportunity to grow and 
get ahead." 


To many old soldiers, this is a vast 


improvement over an original all-vol- 
unteer Army recruiting pitch that used 
to set their teeth on edge: "Today's 
Army wants to join you." 


That slogan was dropped quietly 


some time ago after complaints from 
Army professionals that it had too 
much of a hat-in-hand sound.

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Portrait of a female revolutionary

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) -Susan Saxe's 


pictufe, with f Wanted" under it, is on 
the same post office walls on which Pa- 
tricia Hearst's picture was posted last 
week. 


Susan Saxe, a former honors student 


wanted for the murder of a policeman 
during a revolutionary-style bank rob- 
bery, is not the daughter of a wealthy 
newspaper executive, and she joined 
her comrades of her own free will. 


But there are a number of similar- 


ities between the case of" the disillu- 
sioned college graduate who dropped 
from sight four years ago and Miss 
Hearst, kidnaped by the revolutionary 
Syrnbionese Liberation Army and now, 
according to the FBI, an "armed and 
extremely dangerous" convert to its 
cause. 


For the Randolph A. Hearsts and the 


Eliot Saxes, the anguish is the same as 
they wdrry about fugitive daughters 
whose futures once seemed bright. 
' The Saxes live a continent away from 
the Hearst home in Hillsborough, 
Calif., and their middle-class home 
here is far less plush. But like the 
Hearsts, the Saxes await word, any 
word, about their daughter who has 
been on the FBI's "Ten Most Wanted" 
list since the 1970 robbery of a Boston 
area bank. 


Nearly four years of waiting without 


knowing if Susan, 25, is even alive, has 
made the family reluctant to talk about 
the case. 


"I'm very, very sorry —I don't mean 


to be rude, unpleasant or uncooperative 
to anyone —but I have nothing to say 
at all," Saxe said in response to a re- 
cent inquiry about his daughter. 


Susan Edith Saxe was a brilliant stu- 


dent, quiet but well-liked at Albany 
High School. "She was very, very to 
herself," says Faye Hanfling of Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., a classmate. 


After two years at Syracuse Univer- 


sity, Susan transferred to Brandeis 
University, a small intellectually ori- 
ented college of 3,000 students in a Bos- 
ton suburb where she was to graduate 
magna cum laude. 


There, the twig began bending. Su- 


san was caught up in two causes, says 
Mrs. 
Hanfling. There was women's lib- 


eration and later the National Student 
Strike Center, which served as an in- 
formation exchange during the protest 
over the deaths of four students at Kent 
State University in May 1970. 


At "the center, Susan and Kathy 


Power, a vocal 20-year-old Brandeis 
student from Denver, met three ex-con- 
victs: Stanley Bond of Cambridge, 
Mass.;, William Gilday of Amesbury, 
Mass.; and Robert Valeri of Somer- 
ville, Mass. The men were at Brandeis 
under a rehabilitation program being 
conducted in conjunction with Walpole 
State Prison. 


Susan began breaking off with old 


friends, picking fights with them, re- 
turning letters and mementos. Ellen 
Sue Shapiro saw her at graduation 
June 7, 1970: "I smiled at her and I 
said 'congratulations.' She gave me 
this thin smile. She looked like she 
needed help." 


Susan went home in late August 1970. 


She told friends in Albany she wanted 
to get her masters and teach at the 
University of Oregon but the university 
had withdrawn the offer. She was going 
there anyway to work in a bookstore 
and continue as a writer. 


When her parents put her on a plane 


for Portland, Ore., on Aug. 31, it was 
the last time they say they saw her. 
Later, they would find there was no 
job, and clerks at a store in Portland 
identified Susan as the woman who 
bought guns and ammunition Sept. 15. 


A landlady saw her Sept. 17 leaving a 


boarding house .with an unidentified 
woman. They were carrying a heavy 
suitcase. 


On Sept. 23, Patrolman Walter 


Schroeder, 41, the father of nine chil- 
dren, was shot to death as he answered 
a robbery alarm in Brighton, Mass. Po- 
lice said the holdup, which netted 


$26,000, was pulled off by a group of 
revolutionaries to raise money to fi- 
nance their activities. 


Bond, Valeri and Gilday were ar- 


rested soon after the robbery. Miss 
Power, like Miss Saxe, is still at large 
and on the "Ten Most Wanted" list. 


Gilday, convicted of first-degree 


murder, is serving a life sentence at 
Walpole. Bond was killed at Walpole in 
May 1972 when a homemade bomb ex- 
ploded. Valeri, who testified for the 
state against the other two, is serving 
25 years in Oklahoma. 


"We get leads from all over the coun- 


try" says James Newpher, head of the 
FBI's Boston office. 


Most of Susan's former friends think 


she is dead, out of the country or living 
under an assumed name. 


"I hope she's not dead, but she might 


very well be," says Mrs. Hanfling, who 
says she can not understand "how she 
could stay so quiet for so many years 
with nobody seeing her." 


The FBI, which recently received a 


number of leads from Toronto, believes 
otherwise. 


John W. Burns, head of the FBI's Al- 


bany office, says, "Chances are she is 
still alive and chances are she assumed 
another identity and is probably em- 
ployed in some routine type of pursuit 
where she doesn't attract attention."

Deck off bedroom 
adds privacy for adults 


Adding a deck off the 
master 


bedroom might seem somewhat selfish, 
because often it is limited to uses such 
as morning coffee or unwinding and 
relaxing at the end of a busy day. 


But just as children need a place of 


their own where they can get away from 
the hustle and bustle of growing up, a 
bedroom deck can be a private place for 
overprogrammed parents who some- 
times go days without stopping to chat 
with each other. 


One couple opened their second floor 


bedroom with a window wall and a deck 
surrounding it. The deck of 2 by 4-inch 
Douglas fir laid flat provides a sunny 
Jaunging area and shade for the patio 
below. . 
.-<A""waist-hign railing of spaced 2 by 
2-inch fir with a 2 by 4 flat cap affords 
seclusion for the sitting area but allows 
cooling breezes to circulate. Where 
complete seclusion isn't desired a 
stairway can be added for access from 
the yard. 


Posts of 4 by 4-inch fir supporting the 


deck also can be used for built-in 


benches on the deck or patio below. 
When a deck is added off a bedroom or 
another room at ground level, the 
beams can be supported on concrete 
piers. 


In addition to the pleasures a deck 


offers, there are other advantages. A 
second-floor deck often can be extended 
as a walkway to connect rooms and to 
make window washing safer and easier. 


Most houses present a pleasant face to 


the street, but the back elevation often 
goes blah. A ground level or second 
floor deck with railing, built-in benches 
and planters adds design interest. 


Western wood 2 by 4s are the most 


commonly used material for these ad- 
ditions with variations in detailing of- 
fering distinctiveness for different 
house styles. 


Finishing outdoor projects of western 


wood is a matter of personal preference. 
Many persons prefer to leave the wood 
to weather naturally, but a deck in- 
tegrated with the house often looks 
better stained to match exterior walls or 
trim.

also informed the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration of its findings. 


The IUD is designed as a contracep- 


tive device, but is not 100 per cent ef- 
fective. The rate of accidental preg- 
nancies for shield wearers is about 
"three to four per 100 women," a Rob- 
ins company official said. 


The letter to the doctors said, "We 


intend to explore every reasonable ap- 
proach to determine if any unique rela- 
tionship exists between the Dalkon 
Shield and septic abortion." 


The company said the 36 women had 


suffered 
miscarriages technically 


known as septic spontaneous abortions, 
miscarriages associated with the infec- 
tion of the uterus. 


The Dalkon Shield has been on the 


market since 1970, and the company 
said approximately 2.2 million have 
been sold in the United States. 


The letter sent May 18 to the doctors 


suggested the shield be removed "as 
soon as pregnancy is confirmed," and 
if it cannot be removed, "serious con- 
sideration should be given to offering

Should it be cotton or polyester thread? 


BY FRANCES DIETRICH 


A reader in Tulsa, Okla., wrote: "A 


woman who gave a sewing machine 
demonstration said that cotton is the 
best thread to use even with polyester 
fabric; using a stretch stitch." She 
continued: "I find it is less trouble and 
looks better." Her complaint was the 
scarcity of mercerized cotton thread in a 
wide variety of colors. 


The foreign-made sewing machine 


demonstrated evidently worked more 
smoothly with cotton thread. And, as the 
machine has a stretch stitch, it was 
possible to literally build enough cotton 
thread into polyester knit seams to 
permit stretchability, allow for the cer- 
tain amount of shrinkage inherent in 
cotton and compensate to some degree 


for cotton's lack of strength as com- 
pared to polyester. 


It is certainly true that spun polyester 


threads do not compare to the smooth 
lustrous appearance of mercerized cot- 
ton nor to cotton-wrapped polyester core 
threads. 


There is no prospect, however, that 


mercerized cotton thread will multiply 
m supply. The majority of fabrics used 
are polyester, other man-made fibers 
and combinations with cotton or other 
natural fibers. In addition, knit fabric, 
though it has hit a plateau, is a major 
fabric group. New threads were created 
to meet the need for elasticity and 
strength in any sewing machine. 


The first development was a thread 


consisting of long, smooth filaments of 
polyester wrapped with cotton fiber. 
This puts the cotton on the outside to 
provide excellent sewability. Inside is 
the strength of the polyester. 


The second development was spun 


polyester thread. The long strands of 
polyester are chopped into short pieces, 
known as staple, and twisted to make 
three-ply thread. To facilitate passage 
through the machine, most synthetic 
thread contains one per cent of its 
weight in wax and silicone. 


The short pieces of polyester, though 


given a hard twist, are able to stretch 
and recover like muscles in your body, 
it has greater extensibility than the 
polyester filament wrapped with cotton. 


That's why it is recommended for use 
with knits and with woven fabric that 
has a stretch characteristic, whether 
the fiber content is man-made, natural 
or a combination. 


Numerous readers have had problems 


sewing with polyester thread. Often, 
success comes only after lengthy 
experimenting to get the right com- 
bination of thread, needle and fabric. A 
reader in Forest Hills, N.Y., sent a 
sample of fabric that had suffered from 
skipped stitches. After I wrote my 
recommendation, she responded that 
the suggestions Iiad helped considerably 
and the final touch was a roller foot for 
knits. 


One simple fact that many home 


sewers overlook is that a sewing 
machine needs frequent cleaning and 
lubrication, when synthetic fabrics are 
sewed. As the needles passes through 
the surface finishes at high speed, lint 
can build up in the needle eye, tension 
discs and under the throat plate. 
Needles should be changed more 
frequently than you may be accustomed 
to doing in order to prevent fraying and 
thread breaking.

With the stage thus neatly set, 


declarer led the remaining heart from 
dummy. This is where East did his 
door-slamming act. He went up with the 
queen of hearts. 


This locked East neatly into his own 


hand, just where he didn't want to be. If 
East led a diamond, dummy's king 
would make a trick; and if East led 
anything else, dummy would ruff while 
South discarded a diamond. Either way 
South was home safe. 


MUST PLAY LOW 


East's only chance is to play a low 


heart instead of putting up the queen. 
West is able to win the trick with the 
jack of hearts and then returns a 
diamond. East gratefully takes his two 
tricks. 


The gentleman in the corner wants to 


know what sort of idiot East would be if 
South had J-5 of hearts instead of 10-5. 
In that case, South would win the second 
heart trick with the jack, and East 
would never win a heart trick. East 
would know that he made the only play 
that had a chance to defeat the contract 
Putting up the queen of hearts gives 
him no chance at all; playing low gives 
him the chance that his partner has the 
jack of hearts.

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Town votes to oust electric company 
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MASSENA, N.Y (AP) - Residents of thjs northern 


New York town, upset over rising electric bills, have 
voted overwhelmingly to throw out the giant utility that 
has provided their power for 74 years. 


The voters of this town of 16,000 approved a muncipal 


takeover of the power system Thursday. Final, unoffi- 
cial results showed 3,636 in favor and 2,178 against —a 
margin of 63 to 37 per cent. 


Supporters of the takeover of the Niagara Mohawk 


', Power Corp. facility hailed the vote as a victory for con- 
sumers in the fight against rising utility bills. 


"The consumer, the little guy that has to pay a power 


bill every month, had an opportunity to lower his own 
cost of living by voting," said John Dumas, spokesman 
for the town and village boards. He estimated that the 
switch "will pay off in a 20 per cent rate reduction at 
takeover." 


The boards now have the authority to condemn Niag- 


ara Mohawk transmission facilities and take them over 
through a $4.5 million bond issue. Advocates pointed to 
the municipal power system in Pittsburgh which, they 
said, sells electricity at $9 per thousand kilowatts com- 
pared with a $2i rate for Niagara Monawk in Massena. 


Niagara Mohawk, which serves 1.3 million customers 


in upstate New York, waged a month-long advertising 
campaign against the takeover. 


"We have been here 74 years and we feel we are the 


experts in the electric utility business," said a Niagara 
Mohawk spokesman. The utility argued that the takeo- 
ver's true cost would be about $8.3 million, almost 
double what the town estimated. 


The issue of whether the town can go into the electric 


utility business "will have to be settled in the courts," 
Donald P. Nims, Niagara Mohawk district manager, 
said. "We feel strongly that this will prove the cost to be 
higher, and that Massena will face an additiona-referen- 
dum to provide the additional monies." 


"I think it's no hard feelings against Niagara Mo- 


hawk," said town board member Bob Wilier. "The serv- 
ice was good but the rate was too high." Wilier said the 
utility recently was granted a 7 per cent rate increase 
and has pending a request for a 16 per cent increase. 


Wilier said the estimate is that it would take 12 to 18 


months before the town could operate the power system. 


Dumas charged the utility uses power produced by 


public facilities and water from the St. Lawrence River, 
ceiling it at six tiroes its ccsr. Pcv.-er 7,-cu!cI stil! come 
from the Robert Moses dam which by law must give 
municipal systems preference in supplying power.

Jaworski wrote a letter Thursday to

status report on the ITT probe follow- 
ing the resignations of the last of three 
assistant special prosecutors serving 
on his ITT task force. 


"That part of the investigation relat- 


ing to allegations of federal criminal 
offenses by ITT executives in connec- 
tion with the settlement of the antitrust 
cases announced on July 30, 1971, has 
failed to disclose the commission of any 
such violations," he said. 


Jaworski added that although the 


case is not closed, "it is fair to say that 
there is no present expectation of a dis- 
closure of such offenses." 


Sources familiar with the case said 


they would not rule out the possibility 
that the task force, to be reorganized 
under assistant special prosecutor 
Richard Davis, would continue the 
probe in the same area. "But right 
now, 
the case just isn't there," they

Underground," or 


Weatherman, is a splinter of the Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society, and has 
been mentioned in the past in connec- 
tion with other bombings.

More recently, a telephone caller

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) -Spiro T. 


Agnew has paid the Internal Revenue 
Service his back taxes, a Baltimore 
newspaper said today. 


The Baltimore Sun, quoting sources 


familiar with the case, said Agnew has 
complied fully with IRS demands, in- 
cluding payment of penalties and inter- 
est. The newspaper said it could not be 
determined how much Agnew paid. 


The IRS has refused to comment 


since Agnew's resignation as vice pres- 
ident and plea of no contest to a tax 
evasion charge last Oct. 10. Judah 
Best, the attorney who represented Ag- 
new in the case, also declined com- 
ment, saying the matter was highly 
confidential. 


The tax evasion conviction against 


Agnew related only to 1967. The Justice 
Department accused him of making 
555,599 in 1967 and of owing $19,967.47 
in taxes, while his return showed 
$26,099 in income and $6,416 in taxes 
owed. 


The charge to which Agnew pleaded 


called for back payments of 525,200, in- 
cluding 513,551 in unpaid taxes for 1967, 
plus a 50 per cent penalty and a 6 per 
cent interest charge, the newspaper 
said. 


The government summary of evi- 


dence against Agnew alleged that he 
received about 5&7.500 in unreported in- 
come between 1966 and 1973 in cash 
kickbacks from engineering and con- 
sulting firms. Agnew has heatedly de- 
nied those accusations, and no charges 
have been filed.

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NBC official critical of Nixon aide 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) -Presi- 


dential aide Patrick Buchanan, a critic 
of network news reporting, was de- 
scribed by a top network official today 
as a man whose moral philosophy was 
that "the machinery of government 
should be used to punish your 
enemies." 


The criticism came from Julian 


Goodman, board chairman of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company, in re- 
marks prepared for the annual Associ- 
ated Press Broadcasters Association 
convention here. 


He called for new court rulings and 


laws "to make sure that freedom of the 
press means just what it says and can- 
not be changed or modified to suit the 
self-interests of changing adminis- 
trations." 


Goodman told the APBA that Bu- 


chanan recently "advocated that ad- 
vertisers use what he termed 'eco- 
nomic leverage' against broadcasters 
whose coverage of the news ihey do not 
like — or perhaps more accurately, 
that he doesn't like. 


"He also suggested that viewers en- 


courage such an effort by advertisers 
by boycotting their products." 


Goodman apparently was referring to 


an address Buchanan gave March 25 to 
University of Pennsylvania business 
students. Buchanan's office said the 
address concerned how conservatives 
might make themselves heard when 


they suspected bias in news reporting. 


"Mr. Buchanan also, on more than 


one occasion, has advocated the use of 
the anti-trust laws against those broad- 
cast companies who do not tell the 
news as he thinks it should be told," 
Goodman said. 


"He is always careful to say this is 


his personal opinion —as though that 
could insulate it from the fact that his 
salary is paid by the taxpayers and that 
his office is in the White House." 


Goodman said "Buchanan's moral 


philosophy, and apparently that of too 
many people around him, was that the 
machinery of government ought to be 
used to punish your enemies." 


And he said he felt that "one of the 


more discouraging aspects of this dis- 
couraging year of Watergate is that Bu- 
chanan and people like him have 
learned nothing from Watergate and its 
related activities —nothing at all." 


At Syracuse, N.Y., meanwhile, CBS 


Chairman William S. Paley also 
warned of governmental power over 
journalism. Speaking at the dedication 
of the Newhouse Communications Cen- 


ter at Syracuse University, Paley said 
"the time has now come to eliminate 
entirely the Fairness Doctrine from 
government rulebooks or statutes." 


Paley said the doctrine, because it 


empowers an agency of the government 
to sit in judgment over news broadcats, 
has become "a tempting device for use 
by any administration in power to in- 
fluence the content of broadcast jour- 
nalism"

Another referendum ordered in detachment

LITTLE CHUTE —The Agency School Committee granted 


Thursday night the request of a group of Kaukauna school 
district residents to be shifted to the Little Chute school 
district, but made the ruling subject to a referendum which 
will be held next month. 


The committee ordered the referendum to be held within 30 


days so that, if the pro-detachment forces win, those wishing 
to petition to get back into the Kaukauna school district could 
do so before the start of the 1974-75 school year. 


Just before the 5-0 detachment approval, Francis Werner, 


New London, a committee member, said he was hinging his 
approval on the expeditious referendum. He said he didn't 
want eithr school district or its children to be disrupted in the 
fall semester. 


The committee declined to accept the Kaukauna Board of 


Education's and others' objections to the detachment Some 
committee members noted that the petitioners have a right 
to seek detachment, will continue to do so even if this one is 
denied and, ideally, that all persons whould be allowed to be 
in the school district of their choice. 


With about 75 persons from each faction sitting on their own 


side of the center aisle, proponents and opponents walked to 
the podium and expressed their opinions, many noting that 
their arguments were the same as those of past detachment 
hearings. 


Donald Green, Kaukauna city attorney and board legal 


counsel, ended his presentation by scolding the committee for 
past decisions, which he noted had been "reversed." 


"You have not been meeting the standards your job 


requires," he said, adding that its granting of detachments 
only served to give people temporary "false hope.-" 


The state Department of Public Instruction overturned two 


rulings since 1970, and a referendum soundly defeated 
another last year. Green promised that any ruling short of 
denial would be appealed to the DPI. 


Kenneth Poppy, coordinator of the committee and of

Appleton must shut down its sanitary 


landfill operation by Oct. 1. 


That was the word brought by state 


Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) officials to Director of Public 
Works Robert Miller Thursday. 


Miller said that means the city will 


have to find another landfill site, unless 
the county is willing to take all city solid 
waste at its shredder operation. 


County Planner Robert Stadel said 


today that the county zoning committee 
has already decided to not allow demoli- 
tion materials, toxic wastes, trees and 
other large industrial wastes in the 
shredder. 


Miller said that it would be "extremely 


difficult" for the city to find another 
landfill site by the Oct. 1 deadline. 


He said finding a site "ought to be a 


real challenge" in light of the opposition 
the county has drawn in the Town of 
Grand Chute to its efforts to establish a 
landfill there. 


Miller, busy drafting a memorandum 


to aldermen this morning informing 
them of a DNR decision that surprised 
him, said work will have to begin almost 
immediately to find another site. 


The DNR's order against the city land- 


fill site —commonly known as Mackville 
site and located on an island of city 
owned land bordered on all four sides by 
the Town of Center — prohibits the 
dumping of any wastes at the site after 
Oct. 1. 


Even non-organic wastes like concrete 


and wood from torn down buildings will 
not be allowed there. And Stadel said 
such material will also be prohibited at 
the shredder. 


Miller had been expecting a more 


favorable stand by the DNR after he 
complied with the agency's request for a 
report from the city on why the original 
order to close on Oct. 1 —issued by the 
DNR last August -should not be upheld. 


Miller had contended that the landfill 


site was not a hazard to ground water and 
would not contaminate it. 


The DNR, however, found that there 


was a danger to ground water in the area. 
So dangerous that even the dumping of 
materials like concrete and wood should 
be prohibited, because it could force the

tornado was spotted in Calument County 
and was reported moving toward 
Appleton. The emergency sirens were 
set off, but before the sheriff's depart- 
ment could notify the radio stations the 
telephone lines to both the sheriff's 
department and radio stations were 
jammed. 


Rathbun had shown the committee a 


one-way radio system that would be 
relatively inexpensive and would be 
controlled by the dispatcher in the 
sheriff's department. But County 
Executive Alvin Woehler said he 
believed two-way communication was 
necessary to make sure that the stations 
had received the messages and to per- 
mit them to ask questions if the mes- 
sage wasn't clear. 


"I am sure the county board won't 


back away if it costs $5,000 when it is to 
protect the citizens," Woehler said. 


Rathbun said there was really nothing 


that could be done to improve'the siren 
alert system. "It is probably the best 
one in the state now," he said. 


The sirens (there are 27 scattered 


throughout the county) are set off from 
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organic garbage already dumped there 
deeper into the ground and possibly into 
contact with ground water. 


Miller had felt fairly certain that the 


design concept for the future operation of 
the landfill and the present conditions at 
the site would allow at least limited use of 
it for dumping of solid waste. The DNR 
did not agree, however. 


Miller's hopes were given a boost last 


March, when City Atty. David Geenen 
said the decision of Circuit Judge Gordon 
Myse that the landfill operation was not 
in violation of county shoreland zoning 
laws would help the city's case against 
the DNR's shutdown order. 


Miller said he,would write Stadel im- 


mediately to find if there would be limi- 
tations on what the city could send to the 
county for disposal after the shredder 
begins operating, which is expected to be 
July. 


Stadel, contacted by phone today, said 


the county zoning committee has already 
decided that toxic substances, demoli- 
tion materials and some large industrial 
solid waste would not be acceptable. 


Miller said that a prohibition against 


any material would force the city to look 
for another landfill site. 


After Oct. 1, the city will be "totally 


dependent on the county's solid waste 
shredder" for disposal of its solid waste, 
he said. 


Another repercussion of the order, 


Miller noted, was that the leaves picked 
up by city crews will no longer be able to 
be used for covering landfill materials at 
the dump site to keep them from freezing 
over the winter months. Leaves, because 
they are good soil conditioners and fer- 
tilizers, now might be processed by the 
city into mulch or hauled to properties 
that want them, Miller said. 


Stadel said that he was also surprised 


that the state order was not written to 
allow for the dumping of some non-or- 
ganic wastes at the Mackville site.

Court ruling goes against 
fired Hortonville teachers

The fired Hortonville teachers suf- 


fered another setback in their attempts 
to be reinstated Thursday when Judge R. 
Thomas Cane, who had attempted to 
mediate a contract settlement for 
several weeks, rejected several of their 
motions because they had engaged in an 
illegal strike. 


The fired teachers had heard the 


"dirty hands" court ruling before from 
Circuit Judge Allan Deehr and County 
Judge Urban P. VanSusteren. Both 
judges said the teachers had no right to 
legal relief since their breaking of the 
law brought about actions they are ob- 
jecting to. 


With Cane's ruling, the fired Horton- 


ville Education Association members 
have only two alternatives in the courts - 
to appeal Cane's ruling to the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court, which could take 
months or years to come to a decision, or 
to pursue their Circuit Court lawsuit 
charging a board conspiracy to tire and 
selectively rehire HEA members, and 
improper firing procedure. 


Cane's denial of several teacher mo- 


tions ended the HEA's hope for gaining 
relief in his court. 


Specifically, 
he denied motions 


requesting that the board be enjoined 
from hiring 1974-75 teachers until the 
HEA lawsuit is settled; give preference 
to rehiring fired teachers; provide a $1.5 
million bond in case it fails to meet these 
other obligations, and that the picketing 
restrictions against the fired teachers 
and their sympathizers be lifted. 


Cane told the teachers' legal counsel 


that the court had no choice because the 
state law was clear on the illegality of 
public employes' strikes. 


Noting the teachers' request that the 


board be forced to hire only fired 
teachers, Cane said that "for the court 
to do this then would be condoning —I 
hate to use the word — unlawful act of 
the teachers." 


He told the teachers they took a "cal- 


culated risk" when they struck, and 
they knew the possibile consequences. 


Cane also dismissed the case of the 


intervening Hortonville parents who 
joined in the fired teachers' motions 
and who also sought to provide tes- 
timony to prove that the quality of 


education under the 
replacement 


teachers was extremely poor. 


Cane told Dennis Herrling, legal 


counsel for the parents, that he couldn't 
punish the board of education by order- 
ing the requested restrictions since the 
board hadn't broken the law. He also 
said any question about the quality of 
education should be directed to the 
Wisconsin Department of Public Ins- 
truction, not to the courts. 


When Cane denied the teachers' mo- 


tions because of their unclean-hands 
status, Herrling reminded him that he, 
as the parents' counsel, had joined in on 
the motion. Herrling noted that the 
parents hadn't gone out on an illegal 
strike and, therefore, came into court 
with clean hands. 


At an earlier hearing, Cane had 


denied Herrling's motion that the 
schools be closed or the fired teachers 
all be reinstated until the educational 
quality issue was resolved. 


Herrling said he intended to appeal 


the Thursday ruling, and Bruce Ehlke, 
legal counsel for the fired teachers, said 
he also may appeal.

Siegel, 
a life insurance agent by profession, 
finds his weekends increasingly filled 
with his attending fairs and festivals 
throughout the country. This will mark 
his first appearance in Fond du Lac. 


Using ancient tools from France, he 


commenced making klompen, and he 
'affirms he finds it a first-rate hobby, 
although it is hard physical work. The 
northern woods of Wisconsin provide 
the aspen or popples, as aspen is 
popularly called. Making several trips 
north each year, Siegel selects the 
choicest aspen logs available, and after 
hauling them to Mequon and treating 
them, they are stored until handcrafted 
into the increasingly popular klompen. 


Siegel is constantly amazed, he 


relates, at the interest shown by viewers 
as he turns out about one shoe in an 


hour and a half. A klompenmaker, ac- 
cording "to Siegel, is just what the word 
sounds like, a maker of things that go 
klomp-klomp (clump-clump) on hard 
surfaces. There is a resurgence of 
interest in klompen. "They are prac- 
tical, keep the feet clean and dry, and 
they are great for this period of great 
interest in ecology. They are from na- 
ture and are biodegradable. They are 
often worn with two pairs of socks to 
cushion their inflexibility. Sometimes, 
in the old days, straw was used," he 
said.

Lake restoration 
bill become law 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -The shore of 


Lake Mendota was the setting Wednes- 
day for the signing of a bill designed to 
restore and protect Wisconsin's 9,000 
lakes. 


"This legislation gives us the op-- 


portunity to make amends for the 
shameful abuse of state waters," Gov. 
Patrick Lucey said in remarks for the 
ceremony. 


"It also will give nature a helping 


hand in coping with the continuing 
changes that result in lakes clogged 
with weeds." 


The bill establishes a $1.3 million 


program for inland lake protection and 
rehabilitation. The effort will be guided 
by a five-member council, working in 
partnership with the Department of 
Natural Resources, the University of 
Wisconsin Extension and locally 
created lake districts. 


State grants authorized under the 


new law can be used for a variety of 
lake preservation activities, including 
treatment of over-fertilization, dredg- 
ing and weed harvesting. 


"pur inland lakes represent not only 


an irreplaceable natural resource, but 
an important economic resource to the 
state of Wisconsin," Lucey said. "This 
is an important day for Wisconsin's 
9,000 lakes and the citizens who care 
about their continued good health."

ASCS sign-up 
may be high as 
limits decline

The annual feed grain sign-up of the 


Agricultural,Stabilization and Conser- 
vation Service (ASCS) is starting in Fox 
Valley counties and county officials are 
anticipating high percentages of reports 
from participating farmers. 


The agency, which has administered 


farm programs in recent years that both 
idled land and restricted planting, this 
year is making no demands on farmers 
to curb production. 


There are also no payments for limit- 


ing outout or alterine land use this year 
The biggest reason fof most farmers to 
enroll in the agency programs is to 
preserve their historic status with the 
agency as feed grain producers. 


"We can give them credit. . .so they 


don't lose any of their history of their 
corn allotment," according to Joseph 
Rickert, Appleton, executive director of 
the Outagamie County unit. 


Farmers can't participate in future 


feed grain programs if their historic 
base acreage is relinquished because 
farmers don't sign-up for benefits. 


"They'll lose a 20 per cent of their 


base by not participating," said Lowell 
Feathers, Manawa, executive director 
of the Waupaca County ASCS office. 


Under present programs farmers who 


are eligible to take part in the federal 
programs but neglect to do so lose 20 per 
cent of their feed grain base the first 
year, another 20 per cent of the base the 
second year they fail to enroll and the 
remainder is revoked the third year of 
nonparticipation. 


An estimated 250 farmers have been 


dropped from the roster in Outagamie 
County, according to Rickert. He said 50 
per cent of those dropped were small 
operators and retired persons and the 
other 50 per cent were farmers who were 
not interested in federal programs. 
, Rickert said there are four advantages 
to joining the feed grain program for 
1974: 
- , 


• To preserve history of feed grain 


base for future use; 


•To become eligible for disaster 


payments in case of drought, hail or 
floods; 


•To assure a target price for crops of 


$1.38 per bushel for corn should average 
prices decline. 


•To become eligible for facility and 


dryer loans to construct and operate a 
storage bin with dryer or a portable 
dryer. 


The loans are made on 70 per cent of the 


cost of the unit and at 8.75 per cent 
irucrSit rSi.6s. AUC rnaxirrmm unrio nniit 
on loans is five years, according to 
Rickert. 


Rickert said some Outagamie County 


. farmers believe the disaster coverage is 
equal to Federal Crop Insurance Corp., 
coverage. "Their protection is only to the 
extent of their disaster acres or their 
allotment," he said. 


Petitions have been signed to request 


extension of Federal Crop Insurance 
Corp., coverage to the county but it is not 
yet available. "The earliest it would be 
1975 and that's not for certain." Rickert 
said 
the 
application 
still 
needs 


Congressional support before the county 
can become eligible for crop insurance. 


Sign-up for the feed grain programs 


should be high this year, according to 
officials in the four-county area. In 
Otagamie County Rickert is anticipating 
a signup of 2,100 farmers from a roster of 
2,300 eligible. Henry Malchow, Oshkosh, 
Winnebago County ASCS agent, said 80 
per cent of the 1,440 farmers may sign 
up. In Waupaca County Feathers an- 
ticipated a signup of 85 per cent of the 
2,100 eligible. In Calumet County Armin 
Schwalenberg Chilton, ASCS executive 
director, has established a goal for a 
sign-up of 90 per cent of the 1,200 eligible 
participants. 


Rickert said no restrictions are being 


placed on farmers who will participate in 
the program. No land must be idled and 
no acres must be left in conserving uses.

USDA undecided 
about floor 
on milk prices 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Agricul- 


ture Department says no decision has 
been made on a request for a public 
hearing on a proposal to set a min- 
imum price floor to compute the price 
of milk sold under federal marketing 
orders. 


The proposal, filed by the federation 


with USDA on May 10, calls for a floor 
of $8.15 per 100 pounds to be used in a 
formula based on the price of milk sold 
for manufacturing dairy products in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


Under the formula, the socalled "M- 


W" price series is used as a basis for 
setting minimum prices of Class I or 
bottling-grade milk in federal market- 
ing orders. The formula uses an M-W 
price average of two months earlier, 
meaning that Class I minimums now in 
effect are based on M-W averages for 
March. 


Two months ago, M-W manufac- 


turing milk averaged $8.15. per hun- 
dredweight. But the April average, 
which will be used for setting Class I 
formula price minimums in June, 
dropped to $7.73 per hundredweight, 
meaning that Class I producers will be 
guaranteed less next month. 


The federation asked that the March 


rate of $8.15 be set as a floor beginning 
June 1 and lasting through March 31, 


1975, the close of the current milk mar- 
keting year. The hearing was asked to 
talk over the proposal. 


Federation officials also asked, as 


they have before, that Agriculture Sec- 
retary Earl L. Butz use his authority to 
raise the federal price support of man- 
ufacturing-grade milk to 90 per cent of 
parity from the current level of 80 per 
cent. 


That would have the effect of boost- 


ing manufacturing rnilk supports from 
$6 57 per hundredweight now to $7 &i 
per 100 pounds. The higher guarantees 
are needed, says the federation, to for- 
estall any further financial squeezes on 
dairy farmers. 


In its current newsletter to members, 


the milk federation says its proposal 
for a 90 per cent level has picked up 
support from a number of members of 
Congress who have written Butz to take 
quick action.

WASHINGTON - Sen. Hubert H. 


Humphrey has introduced a modified 
version of his national food reserve 
proposal in a bill that would create 
private and federal ownership of large 
grain stocks. 


Humphrey has contended that such a 


system would protect farmers from 
financial risks. "Since the government 
has asked farmers to pull out the stops 
to increase production," he said," there 
should be a sharing of that risk. My 
amendment will assure farmers a fair 
return on their labor and investments." 


Humphrey urged the Senate Agricul- 


ture and Forestry Committee to act on 
his amendment within 30 days to assure 
establishment of a reserve this year 
since hearings already have been held 
on the original bill and current 
proposals were then considered. 


He said some stocks may be available 


for reserve purposes this fall. 


"If these projections prove accurate, 


and Congress fails to adopt the type of 
commodity reserve legislation that I am 
proposing, both farmers and consumers 
will be the losers in my judgement." 


He said farmers would be faced with 


low prices after harvests unless a grain 
reserve is established. If foreign buying 
is permitted again American con- 
sumers would face rapidly rising prices 
in 1975, said Humphfey. 


The legislation he has introduced 


provides for a total reserve of 600 
million bushels of wheat, 40 million tons 
of feed grains, 150 million bushels of 
soybeans and five million bales of cot- 
ton. 


One-third of the total reserve would 


be owned and held by the government 
with the remaining two-thirds held by 
private traders or farmers. 


Other results of the legislation would: 
•Raise the 1974 crop established tar- 


get price for wheat from $2.05 per 
bushel to $3; corn from $1.38 to $2 per 
bushel; cotton from 38 cents per pound 
to 50 cents; 


•Increase the 1974 minimum loan rate 


for wheat, corn and soybeans to two 
thirds of the target price; 


•Set loan rate levels at not less than 


90 per cent of established target prices 
when total carryover stocks are es- 
timated to be less than the total reserve 
levels in the bill; 


•Limit the sale price of government 


stocks when the stocks are above 
reserve levels to not less than target 
prices; 


•Provide for three-year commodity 


farm loans, handled in a manner to 
encourage farmers to sell crops during 
periods of scarcity and retain them 
during abundance.

Federal Trade Commission rule giving 
you a "cooling off" period during which 
you can cancel a purchase from a 
door-to-door salesman finally will go 
into effect —giving you another major 
protection against the unscrupulous 
fringe in this area of selling if you will 
heed the rule's existence and take ad- 
vantage of its provisions. 


It was way back in October 1972, that 


the FTC published this rule, but it was 
forced to postpone an effective date 
because of lawsuits testing its right to 
issue trade regulation rules. The U.S. 
court of appeals upheld the right of the 
FTC to issue the rules; however, the 
effective date of June 7, 1974, was set 
late last year —and now here it comes, at 
:.ast. 


Practices have been notorious 


The high-pressure techniques, the 


misleading 
pitches, 
the outright 


misrepresentations by the unethical 
fringe in door-to-door selling have been 
notorious. Some of the nation's giant 
corporations, some enterprises with 
worldwide reputations 
have 
been 


involved" — and 'although they have 
repeatedly repudiated the questionable, 
if not utterly illegal, tactics of their own 
salesmen, the fact is that the sales 
tactics and the problem have remained. 


The even more bitter fact is that the 


high-pressure selling has been par- 
ticularly serious in neighborhoods 
where the poor, the less-educated and 
the usually frightened among us are 
concentrated. And "cooling-off" rules 
and laws by individual companies and 
localities designed to handle the 
problem have simply not been enough. 


The FTC rule should go a long way 


toward helping to curb the corrupt in 
door-tooor 
selling. 
Here 
are 
its 


highlights: 


The seller must give you, the buyer, a 


copy of the contract and, in the same 
language used in the sales presentation, 
explain your right to cancel the contract 
you have signed. For instance, if 
Spanish was the language used in 
selling, Spanish must be the language 
in which your right to cancel is spelled 
out. 


The seller must give you, the buyer, a 


completed form in duplicate entitled 


"Notice of Cancellation" at the time you 
agree to buy the goods or services or 
sign any contract. This cancellation 
form must be attached to your contract 
or receipt and the required information 
must be printed in large, easy-to-read 
type which you cannot miss., 


Pertinent information 


Includej in the notice of cancellation 


must be this vital information: 


(1) You, the buyer, have the right to 


cancel the purchase or contract without 
any penalty or without any obligation 
within three business days after the 
date of your transaction; 


(2) Any down payment you made or 


any goods you traded in or any negotia- 
ble instruments you signed must be 
returned to you within 10 business days 
after notice of your cancellation. 


(3) You, the buyer, must have the 


goods you received available for the 
seller at your home in substantially the 
same condition you received them; 


(4) If you, the buyer, make these 


goods available at your home and the 
seller doesn't pick them -up within 20 
days, you can keep them without any 
obligation on your part or you can dis- 
pose of them without any obligation on 
your part; 


(5) If, though, you fail to make the 


goods available at your home for the 
seller to pick up or if you say you'll 
return the goods and then you fail to do 
that, you as the buyer remain liable for 
all the obligations you assumed under 
the contract you signed. 


Finally, the rule prohibits the seller 


from including in any receipt or con- 
tract any waiver of your rights as a 
buyer or any "confession of judgment." 


There are some important additional 


points, limitations and exclusions. The 
goods or services sold, leased or rented 
must have a purchase price of $25 or 
more. A door-to-door sale is defined as 
one made on your invitation as a buyer 
or solicited by the seller at any place 
other than the seller's place of business. 
Not included are sales made by your 
prior negotiation at the seller's place of 
business or sales made entirely over the 
phone or by mail.

said.

The highway fund pinch 


The Wisconsin legislature that has now virtually 


completed its normal calendar of business for the biennium 
has studiously ignored a program and a problem that 
always before were in the forefront of its deliberations. 


The state highway fund, alone of the major categories of 


revenue of the state government, is shrinking at a time of 
continuing demand for highway improvements and aux- 
iliary services. Not only is its segregated budget of 
receipts declining with the emphasis upon more economical 
automobile models, the governmental encouragement of 
alternate modes of travel, and the effect of fuel economies 
forced through the new and lower speed limit, but the 
highway administration is confronted v/ith an accelerating 
spiral of cost inflation. 


A result has been that the state highway construction 


budget planned for the season has been cut back severely by 
administrators who dare not commit funds they cannot be 
sure will be yielded up to them before the expenditure 
obligations become payable. 


This is something new in the legislative politics of the 


state. Motor fuel buyers have accepted, without more than 
casual protest, steep rises in the price of gasoline at the 
pump. But our legislators, and the governor who leads them 
on such questions, dare not suggest even a comparatively 
small rise in fuel taxation to restore the highway 
improvement budget to the level of "normal" years. 


For the business or the individual dependent upon good 


highways, however, there may be a crumb of comfort in the 
legislative enactments of the year in Madison. Although 
there was formidable resistance, Gov. Lucey has won the 
approval of both legislative houses for his proposed 
prohibition of the use of studded tires on motor vehicles - 
after May 1 of next year. 


The promised result, as described by the administrators 


of the state highway department, will be measurable and 
significant decrease in the cost of road damage caused by 
the destructive impact of the metal studs on the high cost 
pavements. The legislature was slow to appreciate the road 
deterioration caused by such devices, in spite of warnings 
over a period of half a dozen years and extensive publication 
of the results of careful research here and elsewhere in the 
Middle-west where winter temperatures tempted hundreds 
of thousands of vehicle owners to buy the stud-equipped 
winter tires. 


The stud prohibition will have the result of saving about 


$15,000,000 a year in road repair expenditure, the highway 
commission says. Thus the legislative session was not 
entirely indifferent to the road finance issue, the commis- 
sion may conclude. That saving will have the effect of 
replenishing the highway improvement revenue to the 
extent nearly the equivalent of a one cent levy on motor fuel

Lucey adds up score on special session 


MADISON — Some weeks ago this report 


observed that according to traditional political 
belief the Wisconsin governor who summons a 
special session of the legislature to accom- 
modate supposed emergencies assumes a risk 
in the absence of popular conviction on the 
emergency nature of the measures he proposes.. 


Gov. Patrick Lucey may now reflect on the 


hazards of such special session calls and, pos- 
sibly, the wisdon of tradition. 


The severity of his commentaries as the 


legislature for all practical purposes adjourned 
last week may show that he now may be won- 
dering about his strategy. The Senate amended 
much of his program so severely as to require 
compromise committee sessions that may last 
for weeks. Some of his measures failed utterly, 
and only two of those submitted were finally 
approved in the form submitted. 


In the most generous interpretation, the 


Lucey-contrived calendar was long and dif- 
ficult. The question arises whether many 
legislators were indifferent to his requests on 
their merits and oppsosed out of conviction, or 
whether the fatigue of the typical representative 
after so many months in Madison accounted for 
the recalcitrance of the Senate. 


On the face of it, the Republican upper house 


made a shambles of the governor's budget 
review measure. 


But in the constitutional sense the legislature 


has a co-equal responsibility for fiscal policy. 
No one will seriously pretend that a legislature 
that meekly and mechanically follows every 
command of the executive upholds the idea of 
coordinate responsibilities and powers. Nor 
does anyone believe that what the Senate did in 
attaching amendments to the Lucey budget bill 
was seriously intended to be enacted. 


The flood of Senate amendments started with 


the issue of emergency bridge bonding, which 
according to a score of signals sent aloft over 
several weeks, the governor was willing to 
consider although he chose not to include it in 
his explicit recommendations. 


That question will be taken up in the 


compromise committee's deliberations in 
working out the final budget details. Nobody 
believes that a $41 million bonding program will 
survive. But authorization for a few key bridge 
projects is likely with the governor's consent. 
There would have been no chance for such 
survival without the "pork barrel" amend- 
ments, as they were derisively called. 


The Senate on the face of it also derailed the 


campaign finance "reform" bill.-But who is to 
say that the contents of such a comprehensive, 
complex and inherently controversial measure 
can only be contrived by the wisdom of the 
executive? 


Republicans know better than anybody else 


today the sensitivity of the issue and the enor- 


mous and dangerous popular awareness of the 
scandalous emphasis upon money in politics. 
Can they be condemned because they want a 
lesser sum of authorized spending for a guber- 
natorial campaign, for example, than Gov. 
Lucey's schedule of a $600,000 maximum? 
Nobody has ever approached that figure in a 
Wisconsin election. 


The Republican-controlled Senate inserted 


into the campaign money control bill an 
amendment to permit corporate contributions 
to campaigns. Nobody believes that it will 
beecome law. But is there a more effective way 
to remind those citizens who are interested in 
the ethics of political financing thai Democrats 
are heavily dependent upon labor union money? 


The constitutional fathers thought deeply and 


debated long about the basic machinery of 
government. Perhaps it is no accident that the 
legislature is traditionally required to begin its 
work in January, when its constituency is more 
likely to be paying heed then in late spring or 
summer. No doubt Mr. Lucey's scouts told him 
the suggestive fact that the legislators labored 
virtually in a vacuum during the weeks of May 
when constituents have a hundred other diver- 
sions. 


The curious onlooker may also ask what was 


so urgent about the studded tire problem as to 
include it in the special session call when the 
measure won't take effect until after the next 
winter season?

Limits to parental rights 


Termination of parental rights of a three-year-old girl who 


has been in the care of foster parents almost since her birth 
in Outagamie County is not a usual occurrence. But it is in 
line with new attitudes toward young children's needs, their 
care and even their rights. 


Each such case must be determined on the individual 


merits of the situation, of course. Whenever government in 
one form or another enters the area of close personal 
relationships, the edges tend to grow fuzzy and it is difficult 
to determine the exact right or wrong involved. However it 
is now generally accepted that a child's early years, even 'as 
a very small and seemingly unaware baby, are extremely 
imP-?ftfnt for his development into an emotionally stable, 
fulfilled and contributing adult. 


A book published earlier this year, Beyond the Best 


Interests of the Child, relates this knowledge of youngsters 
to laws regarding children in the United States It was 
written by a daughter of Sigmund Freud, Anna, of the 
Hampstead Child Therapy Clinic in London and one of the 
foremost authorities on the emotional lives of children 
Collaborating with Ms. Freud was Joseph Goldstein' 
professor of law, science and social policy at Yale who 
specializes in applying psychoanalysis to law, and Dr 
Albert Solnit, director of the Child Study Center at Yale and 
professor of pediatrics and psychiatry. 


The authors believe that laws aimed at protecting 


children do so generally as far as the physical well being of 
the youngster is concerned. But they tend to fall down in the 
emotional area, partly because it is less exact. Physical 
abuse can be more easily detected and in any case arouses 
more action. The child consistently criticized, humiliated 
and squelched may bear no outward scars but his growth 
may be just as severely handicapped as the beaten young-

One of the major areas of concern in the book is that of 


adoption and its varied related subjects such as foster 
parents and terminating parental rights. Wisconsin's laws 
are far better from the viewpoint of the authors than many 
states. The book recommends final and unconditional 
adoption decrees, early adoption, and the establishment of 
foster homes as a more permanent viewpoint. This is all 
based on their insistence that the small child or baby is 
psychologically injured by a sense of loss and uncertainty, 
that a child has little concept of time, no way to tell that the 
parent or substitute he comes to rely upon will be back soon 
or at all, and that a close consistent relationship to one or 
two or three people is extremely important. They point out 
that in many court custody cases, the child's psychological 
Dest interests are not considered at all. In the hearing in 
Outagamie County those opposing the termination of 
parental rights had argued that the child's best interests 
were not really an issue. 


However, in his decision, Judge R. Thomas Cane 


explained that "a child has right to expect a continuous, 
stable and decent environment as well as proper guidance 
and a healthy mental atmosphere. . .1 am satisfied that the 
parents unfortunately do not have and will not have in the 
future the abilities to provide the parental care and protec- 
tion necessary for her health, morals and well being." 


There have been a few cases in the country where children 


have been taken from their parents in what has appeared to 
be ill-advised proceedings. This is certainly not true in the 
local incident. The decision is especially relevant to the book 
in that the child has been in the care of one foster home for 
almost her entire life and certainly to her it is her real 
home. 


After a discreet silence of more than 


60 years, the Guide Michelin, the 
famous French handbook of eating 
places in Europe, has come out with its 
gastronomical reassessment of hotels 
and restaurants in England. And the 
verdict —unchanged in six decades - 
is: bloody awful. 


Not a single eating place in Shake- 


speare's sceptered isle received as much 
as a two-star rating indicating that it's 
worth making a detour for. And only 
two dozen among the more than 3,000 
won a single star, which is as lowly 
decorated as you can get. 


Although born 
in London, and 


remaining something of an Anglophile, 
I am sadly forced to agree with this 
stern Gallic judgment. The British 
remain the most civilized people in the 
world —except in the matter of food, 
where their taste and criteria hover 
slightly below that of your average 
Australian bushman family. 


London has indeed become the 


swingingest town in Europe in the last 
decade, and does now for the first time 
contain a dozen or so excellent 
restaurants - but none of them is 
English. There are some good French 
restaurants, fine Italian ones, and 
splendid East Indian eating places; but 
the indigenous Savoy and Ritz (and 
even my own personal favorite, the 
Connaught) make Wimpy's taste like 
Escoffier. 


My wife went to London for a week 


last fall, and even armed with the few 
names I gave her (such as Mario's, the 
Caprice, and Mirabelle), she had a 
difficult time finding a meal that was 
both savory and digestible. Her favorite 
after-dinner drink there turned out to be 
Pepto-Bismol. . . 


Nobody knows why this is so. A few 


British items are superb, but they are 
usually to be found in little pubs tucked 
away in an obscure corner of Yorkshire. 
High tea is generally excellent; in fact, 
it's better than anything labeled a 
"meal" in Britain. If you can live on 
scones and tiny cucumber sandwiches, 
you can just make it gastronomically 
there. 


"Ethnic" food is the big rage in Lon- 


don, and it is easy to see (and taste) 
why. But Englishness is a kind of eth- 
nicity, too, and why haven't the British 
developed a native cuisine such as the 
French, the Italians, or the Hun- 
garians? Maybe their famous sexual 
repression has carried over into the 
area of food, and they feel it would be 
immoral to prepare dishes that are 
sensually evocative, It's hard to slurp 
bouillabaisse with a stiff upper lip. 


Somehow, they can't even imitate 


other nations' favorites. Have you ever 
tried munching what passes for a 
"cheeseburger" there, or gulping down 
that pulverized chalk they call a "milk 
shake"? Actually, if you don't dote on 
fish and chips, there's nothing in the 
way of a "snack" to be had there. The 
best you can find between meals is 
Turns. 


Sleepy nag chooses 
busy spot to nap 


WATFORD, England (AP) -Bonny, a 


junkman's elderly horse, lay down on a 
railway crossing and nothing would 
budge him. Two trains were halted, 
traffic built up and hundreds gathered 
with suggestions. Finally the fire 
brigade hoisted the sleepy nag off the 
line with a crane. 


Mr. Alan Reynolds of National 


Review, a young man who was born to 
understand economics even as Vladimir 
Horowitz was born to play the piano, 
has lately made it a hobby to probe 
some of the stuff the snake doctors are 
selling on the matter of oil. His findings 
are too good to husband even for an elite 
readership, so I -pass along a few items. 


1. In a recent issue, Time magazine 


referred to the profits of Occidental 
Petroleum as having risen "a stunning 
718 per cent." That's the kind of figure 
that bounces about the country, feeding 
the demagogues and causing people like 
the AFL-Cio's Robert Lekachman to 
wonder whether 
we shouldn't na- 


tionalize oil, thus settling our problem 
for good and^ all, the way England 
settled hers by nationalizing coal. But 
back to Occidental. 


It turns out that the Occidental Pe- 


troleum company is a major coal 
producer, and the rise in the price of 
coal has gone up far more rapidly than 
even that 4of, domestic crude oil. 
Moreover, only two per cent of the 
crude oil Occidental sold here came 
from its own domestic wells. Last year, 
Occidental did extremely well: on the 
sales of chemicals, fertilizer, and gold. 
Now: profits from Occidental's oil and 
gas divisions rose 54 per cent interna- 
tionally. But sales were up far more in 
proportion. So that, actually, profits per 
dollar of sales went down —from 3.7 to 
2.5 per cent. In 1972, Occidental suf- 
fered a sizable loss. In 1972, the return 
to the stockholder was a pathetic 1.3 per 
cent. Last year, the stockholder got 9 
per cent, which is what caused Time 
magazine to ooh and ah. 


One sees how easy it is to achieve the 


desired effect. If the editors of Time 
magazine had reflected on the profits of 
Occidental from 1970 to 1974, they would 
have been required to comment that the 
profits were down 56 per cent. So: the 
fact of the matter is that Occidental's 
profits were 9 per cent, in an extraor- ' 
dinary year in which the price of oil 
zoomed as a result of the Mideast crisis. 
Well, during the same year the New 
York Times brought in a return of 14 
per cent (why not nationalize the New 
York Times?) and the Washington Post 
came through with 14.7. In turn chicken 
feed, compared to CBS's 18.5 per cent. 
So it goes. 


2. Mr. Reynolds notes that Senator 


Kennedy in last year's returns claimed 
a depletion allowance on some oil 
revenue. Nothing scandalous about that. 
But one asks: did he buy his oil stock 
because of the depletion benefit? You 
see, the stock market instantly dis- 
counts the depletion benefit. In that way 
tax breaks are quickly dissipated: the 
price of oil land and equipment is bid 
up, and the stock market builds any 
remaining advantage into a stock price 
which is higher than otherwise. 


But now Congress, substantially at 


the prodding of Senator Kennedy, is 
preparing to change the rules of the 
game —retroactively. In other words, it 
is proposed to eliminate the depletion 
allowance even on old wells. People who 
invested in oil at a price that reflected 
the tax advantage are now scheduled to 
suffer windfall losses. Will Senator 
Kennedy now move his investments into 
something more profitable? Like the 


news media, soft drinks, or cosmetics^ 
How many people will act as he will, 
assuming he is more prudent as an 
investor than as a legislator? 


3. The notion that government in- 


terference is going to help the consumer 
is, well, a laugh. A very expensive 
laugh. Over the past five years, domes- 
tic taxes on oil products went up by $1:3 
billion. During the same period, profits 
went up by $.4 billion. And the notion 
that a federal agency is going to protect 
the consumer is another, forced laugh. 
The agencies invariably act to help the 
inefficient, to protect them from low 
prices. The Federal Trade Commission 
has issued at least eight complaint^ 
against major oil companies. Guess 
what for? Price gouging? No. For 
reducing the price of gasoline. 


4. Now Venezuela is expropriating the 


oil, paying the owners about 20 cents on 
the dollar. Well, we'll see what happens 
to the flow of investment dollars intq 
.Venezuela in the next period. Or will all 
investment dollars in the next period be 
government dollars, notoriously at* 
tracted to profligate waste?

WASHINGTON (AP) -Six months 


into his tenure as the nation's first ap- 
pointed vice president, Gerald R. Ford 
is campaigning to rally a battered Re- 
publican party amid repeated Water- 
gate shocks. 


To do so, the former Michigan con- 


gressman is tirelessly touring the na- 
tion, acting like a presidential candi- 
date while insisting "I have no 
intention of seeking any political office 
in 1976." 


His 25-year friendship with President 


Nixon, who chose him last "October to 
succeed the resigned Spiro T. Agnew, 
has been strained by events, but Ford 
denies there is a rift. 


When Newsweek magazine reported 


that the President had made unflatter- 
ing comments about Ford's ability to 
assume the presidency, the vice presi- 
dent had his staff research the favor- 
able comments Nixon made in nomi- 
nating him. 


State official 
raps doctors, 
health care 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Health care 


is "at best noncompetitive and at worst 
monopolistic," the secretary of the 
Wisconsin Health Policy Council said 
Thursday. 


Dr. James Kimmey told a Senate 


subcommittee that physicians were at 
the center of the issue. 


"The motive is more philosphical 


than financial," he said. "They pro- 
ceed from a sense of self-right- 
ousness " 


Kimmey said a Wisconsin commu- 


nity of 900 persons has considered go- 
ing into debt for $1.6 million to build a 
24-bed hospital because its doctor told 
the residents he would leave unless 
they built him such a facility. 


The head of the Wisconsin agency 


told Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
who was conducting the hearings, that 
the state will be able to stop the project 
because of a federal law which requires 
a certificate of need for new hospitals 
eligible for federal funds. 


"But the entire community will be up 


inarms," he siid. 


Ford says he and the President ha\e 


"very good personal relations." 


As for the top job, the vice president 


says he has no doubt of his ability to 
handle it, but always adds. "I assume 
it won't happen." 


Like the Republican party as a 


whole, Ford's severest test has been 
Watergate. So far, he has succeeded in 
maintaining his equilibrium on 1974's 
most treacherous political tightrope by 
criticizing the President's tactics while 
giving qualified support to Nixon on 
the substance of charges against him. 


He repeatedly asserts his confidence 


in Nixon's innocence, "based on the 
evidence I have seen." He has avoided 
listening to the Watergate tapes, but 
says he read most of the recently re- 
leased edited transcripts. 


"They don't confer sainthood on any- 


body," he replies when asked his reac- 
tion to the transcriots. Privately, he in- 
dicates he is disturbed about the tone 
in them. 


At the same time, he repeatedly has 


urged the White House to cooperate 
fully with special prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski and the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


When Nixon recently balked at hand- 


ing over additional evidence, Ford 
made_clear his- disapproval at what he 
called Nixon's "stonewall tactics." He 
maintained that stance after a 45-min- 
ute session with the President. 


The vice president rejects sugges- 


tions that he is being inconsistent. 


"I speak what I believe to be the 


truth and what I feel is right to say," 
he said recently. "I don't think that's 
zig-zagging. I think that's an expres- 
sion of my views on several separate 
aspects of Watergate." 


In his ambivalence, Ford mirrors his 


essential constituency, the hard-core, 
regular Republicans in the country and 
in the Congress. His inevitable state- 
ment that Nixon shouldn't resign 
brings applause at each GOP FUND! • 
raiser. 


Ford explained his busy schedule re- 


cently by saying "I think it's important 
for somebody in the administration to 
be out in the country. Somebody's got 
to be out there speaking up." 


He will go anywhere, anytime, to 


help a fellow Republican, a pattern 
Nixon followed in his earlier years but 
dropped in 1972 when he refused to 
lend his coattails to GOP candidates. 


By November, Ford will have been in 


all 50 states Since he was sworn in be- 
fore a joint session of Congress Dec. 6, 
he has traveled more than 80,000 miles 
injisiting 31 states. 


"I think the demands for travel are a 


little heavier than I had anticipated," 
he said in a recent interview. The invi- 
tations are pouring in at the rate of up 
to 500 a week. "I had no idea that 
would be the magnitude." 


But, 
as House Republican leader 


from 1965 until Nixon nominated him 
last October, Ford was a busy man. He 
averaged some 200,000 miles a year 
while keeping an excellent congres- 


sional attendance record. 


He has settled easily into the vice 


presidential routine, the availability of 
Secret Service and planes. But he 
seems less impressed with it than 
many other politicians and makes most 
of his short trips in a twin-engine, 
propjet Convair rather than in one of 
the plusher presidential jets that he 
could use. 


When Ford was asked his views after 


six months on the job, he thought for a 
moment, then replied, "I don't think I 
would have done anything differently 
in that period." 


Pan Am pays the mob 


NEW YORK (AP) - Pan American 


World Airways says it paid organized 
c"iie figures 550,000 far stolen blank 
airline tickets, and that it was smart 
business to do so. 


An airline spokesman, who con- 


firmed the unusual deal, said Thursday 
that illicit sale of the easily negotiable 
flight tickets to passengers could have 
cost Pan American more than $1 mil- 
lion. 


"It was strictly a commercial deci- 


sion," one airline official said. 


The spokesman said Pan American 


was contacted by underworld represen- 
tatives who offered to sell 2,000 tickets 
stolen in 1973 back to the airline. 


He declined to say when the purchase 


was made. 


"This was done with the knowledge 


of the law enforcement authorities, 
with their approval, and in league with 
them," he said. 


"The payment was carried on our 


books as a normal operating expense." 


Pan American's decision to buy back 


its own flight tickets ran counter to the 
policy of the Air Transport Association, 
an organization of the nation's sched- 
uled airlines, which views the pay- 
ments as buckling to blackmail. 


Last March, the indictment of 19 per- 


sons on charges of trafficking in stolen 
airline tickets was announced by the 
Justice Department following a federal 
grand jury investigation in Brooklyn. •

events such as presidential news con- 
ferences, and a complete package of 
sports, business and agricultural news. 


The Associated Press currently 


serves more than 3,400 broadcast sta- 
tions and most of the newspapers in the 
United States The AP also serves 
newspapers and broadcast 
stations 


around the world and maintains offices 
in 54 foreign countries.

monthly grant of $489, she and her five 
children receive food stamps, free 
medical and dental care and legal assi- 
tance under the Judicare program. 


Mrs. W. also earns about $160 a 


month doing clerical work. She can 
earn up to about $250 before anything is 
subtracted from her monthly grant, of- 
ficials said. 


When the refrigerator broke down, 


Mrs. W. became eligible for a new wel- 
fare assistance program called AFDC 
Emergency Assistance. She was 
promptly allowed to buy a new refrig- 
erator not exceeding $900 in value. 


The manager of the store where the 


refrigerator was purchased called it "a 
deluxe model by all standards."

Thus, Mrs. W. with five children, 


No 
restrictions were attached to the grant. 


'The only guideline in the manual is 


the limitation of $150 per family mem- 
ber," Miss Scheifelbein said. "The 
county is prohibited from telling 
clients how much of that allowance can 
be spent on any specific item." 


AFDC recipients are eligible for 


emergency assistance grants only once 
a year to cover emergencies arising out 
fire, flood, tornado and other natural 
disasters or for replacement of major 
household appliances having non-re- 


pairable breakdowns, according to the 
law. 


Theoretically, said Richard Kamme- 


rud, social worker supervisor, an 
AFDC-EA recipient such as Mrs. W. 
could order a custom-made appliance. 


"We'd fight that kind of thing, 


though," he said. Prior to enactment of 
the new law, recipients were allotted a 
set sum with which to replace appli- 
ances.

Funeral arrangements are pending 
Gaylord, whose newspapers won na- 


tional recognition, headed Oklahoma 
Publishing for 70 years. His career 
spanned three-quarters of a century 


He was born on a farm near Musco- 


tah, Kan., March 5, 1873, but moved 
with his family to Denver, Colo 
m 


1879. 


Ten years later, when he was 16, Gay- 


lord entered Colorado College at Colo- 
rado Springs. 


He had $17 m his pocket, but worked 


his way through school as a furnace 
tender and gardener for a boarding 
house and as business manager and 
later editor of the campus newspaper. 


In his junior year, he, borrowed $6,000 


and joined his brother, Lewis, in buy- 
ing controlling interest in the Colorado 
Springs Telegraph. 


The brothers later sold the paper and 


invested in a newspaper at St. Joseph 
Mo. 


In 1902, Gaylord moved to what was 


then Oklahoma Territory and pur- 
chased the Daily Oklahoman. In 1916 he 
purchased the Oklahoma City Times at 
a sheriff's auction. 


At the time of his death, his holdings 


included the state's largest trucking 
express service, television stations in 
Tampa, Fla., Dallas-Ft. Worth, and 
Houston, Tex., Tacoma, Wash., Mil- 
waukee, Wis., and Oklahoma City and 
radio stations in Albuquerque, N. M , 
and Oklahoma City. 


His two Oklahoma City newspapers 


have a combined circulation of about 
277,000. 


Considered by some the most pow- 


erful man in Oklahoma, Gaylord was m 
the forefront of virtually every civic 
promotion, in Oklahoma City and the 
state, since 1903.
